ST. PAUL, Feb. 5.—A’ bill just intro- 
duced in the State Senate provides for the 
appointment by justices of the peace of 
boards of reconciliation to which all dis- 
putes shall be referred before being taken 
regularly into the courts, If possible the 
matter will be settled there, no one being 
present but the parties interested, the 
board and the witnesses. No lawyers are 
to be present under any circumstances. 
If the dispute is settled the finding will 
be made a matter of record and the two 
contestants and the justice of peace will 
sign it, but if no decision is reached then 
the matter may proceed in the usual way 
in the courts.

The fourth session of the Thirteenth Par- 


‘Hament was opened by Queen Victoria at 
2 o'clock this afternoon. The Queen's 
speech was as follows: 

My Lords and Gentlemen: My relations 
with foreign powers remain friendly and 
on a satisfactory footing. An agreement 
has been concluded, after protracted nego- 
tiations between my government and that 
of the French republic, for a settlement 
‘on the frontier between my colony at 
Sierra Leone and the neighboring French 
possessions. 

“T regret to say that war between China 
and Japan still continues. I have main- 
tained a close and cordial understanding 
with the powers interested in these regions 
and shall lose no favorable opportunity of 
promoting peace and a termination of the 
contest.

have been much neglected in Southern 
California is the packing and preserving 
of fish for shipment. It is a well-known 
fact that the waters of the Pacific in this 
section abound with valuable food fish, 
but so far very little effort has: been 
made to utilize them. A short time ago 
a fish cannery was built at Terminal Is- 
land, and has been doing well, but this is 
only like a drop in the bucket. There is 
no reason why the fisheries on the Pacific 
Coast should not become as important 
as those on the Atlantic. As in the case 
of horticulture, we have the great ad- 
vantage on this Coast that work can be 
carried on with facility all the year round. 

One of the most valuable fish that is 
known to the world as the sardine, the 
‘capture and preparation for market of 
which employees an army of people in Eu- 
rope. Sardines ure plentiful off the coast 
ot Southern California. They are not ex- 
actly identical with sardines of the Med- 
iterranean, but so nearly alike that it 
‘takes a naturalist to tell the difference. 
At any rate, they are away ahead of the 
small herrings that are put up in Maine 
under the name of sardines. The fish 
canning factory above referred to has put 
up some sardines of excellent quality. 

The preparation of sardines is not a 
very intricate process. The fis 
first to the cleaning tables, where the 
head and entrails are removed. In pleas- 
ant weather they are then dried in the 
open air, being placed upon screen trays 
for the purpose. When thoroughly dry 
they are fried in oil, and then put into 
cans and soldered up airtight. After this 
they are thoroughly cooked, the process 
also affording a test of the quality of 
packing. This treatment prepares the 
sardines for market. If the weather is 
unfavorable steam drying takes the place 
of the open air. The fish must be free 
from water when they take their first 
dip into the oil. 

Modern appliances are everywhere in 
the cannery. Division of labor gives each 
can a considerable circuit of travel, from 
street to completed can, but in the ag- 
gregate it takes but a small fraction of a 
‘minute to make a can. Nothing is left 
to chance, and as little as possible to mus- 
cular exertion. 

The market for these goods is limitless. 
Wherever canned fish are in demand the 
California product can be marketed, and 
the life of a well-made package is as long 
as that of the tin surrounding it. The 
opportunity for extending the business, 
too, is without boundaries, for the per- 
‘manent keeping qualities of the output 
‘removes ‘the ordinary limitations sur- 
‘rounding food products.

NEW YORE BE MARKETS. 


Shares ind and 
Associated Press Leased-wire 

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—As a result of to- 
day’s trading on the Stock Exchange a 
majority of the shares dealt in show de- 
clines ranging from % to 2% per cent., the 
heaviest loss being in Cordage guaranteed. 
There was no special activity in the mar- 
ket at any time, but the speculation be- 
came utterly stagnant in the half hour im- 
mediagely preceding and following deliv- 
ery hour. In the early dealings London 
was quite a good buyer, although cable 
advices reported the market for American 
securities in London rather unsettled, ow- 
ing to a feeling of uncertainty as to the 
issue of the expected United States gov- 
ernment loan. At the opening there were 
fractional recessions in the general list, 
and with very few exceptions prices imme- 
diately moved downward, St. Paul and 
Omaha breaking 1% per cent., and the de- 
pression continuing in full force for half 
an hour, when an improvement set in. The 
higher figures were not maintained, and 
about 11 o'clock prices again took a down- 
ward turn, the declining tendency contin- 
uing until about 1:45 o’clock, when the 
market lapsed into stagnancy. During the 
last fifteen minutes, however, speculation 
assumed a strong tone and a partial re- 
covery took place in the general list.

“WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


A woman-suffrage bill is now up for 
Risoussion in Sacramento, and there is 
sald to be some prospect that it may 
become a law. 

So much has been written and said 
on the subject of woman suffrage in | 
the United States during the past few 
years that some people may entertain 
the impression that it is a question in 
which a large proportion of the other 
gex are deeply interested. This we 
believe to be a fallacy. As in the case 
of some beetles and other insects, the 
amount of noise which is made by the 


people of the other sex: who 


want to vote is altogether out of pro- 
portion to their size, or numerical 
strength. We doubt very much 
whether 10 per cent. of the women of 
the United States really care to vote 
on political matters. Of the remain- 
der, a great majority are indifferent, 
while not a few are strongly opposed 
to the movement. Nor can it be said 
that even a majority of the 10 per 
cent. are representative women. That 
is to say, they do not represent the 
great mass of American women, who 
are wives and mothers—or who ex- 
pect some day to be so. A great many 
of them having failed to marry a 
man, have wedded an idea, with 
which they are undoubtedly very 
much in love. That these women 
have brains cannot be denied—in fact, 
it may be admitted that they have 
more than the average amount of 
brains which falls to the lot of their 
gex; but what they have in brains and 
energy they too often lack in judg- 
ment. 

These well- meaning people profess 
to see in the adoption of woman suf- 
frage a remedy for all political and 
social ills with which the body politic 
is afflicted. We much fear they are 
greatly mistaken in supposing that the 
granting of the franchise to women 
would effect such a reform. They seem 
to forget that it is not only the good 
women who would have a right to 
vote, but all kinds of women—good, 
bad and indifferent. There would be 
quite a proportion of women whose 
votes could be counted upon by those | 
who make a business of dealing in 
such merchandise, and these votes 
would counteract the votes of the ear- 
nest reformers in the same manner 
that the votes of loafers, who sell 
them Tor a Wouple of dollars on elec- 
tion day, kill the votes of men who, 
perhaps, devote a large part of their 
time to the good of their city, county, 
State and country, On the other 


band. experience teaches us that there 


would be a very large number of 
Women who would not take the trouble 
to vote at all, while a great many 
would simply vote as their husbands 
wished them to, so that altogether 
the net result of dragging women into 
politics, as far as political reform 
goes, would be little or nothing. 

Even granting that some slight re 
form might be effected in this man- 
mer, would it not be dearly purchased 
‘at the price of plunging our Wives, 
sisters and daughters into the heated, 
acrimonious and too often filthy pool 
of politics? We ‘know the claim is 
made that, if women take up political 
matters, they will cleanse them. Pos.

LABOR AND LAW. 


The Times is in receipt of a some- 
what measly .communication from a 
correspondent, who seeks to show that 
the slave system which existed in the 
South prior to the war was more 
equitable toward the slaves than is 
the present industrial system toward 
the wage-earner. He takes the Pull- 
man affair as the basis of his plea, 
and advances the idea that the law 
should prohibit reductions of wages, 
or something to that effect. 

It is a waste of words to discuss 
propositions so nonsensical as this cor- 
respondent advances. It is not the 
province of the law to fix the scale of 
wages in any industry. An attempt 
to do so would work grave injustice 
alike to employers and employed, and 
would be incompatible with personal 
freedom and our republican system. 
An employee is as much protected by 
law as is his employer. The one is at 
liberty to leave employment which is 
not to his liking. The other has an 
undoubted right to employ labor at as 
low a price as he can obtain it for. 
The laborer has the same. right, 
namely, to exact, by lawful means only, 
the highest wage that it is possible to 
secure in any line of industry; and, 
failing to secure a satisfactory wage, 
he has the right to decline the employ- 
ment; but he has no right to interfere 
with any other laborer who wishes to 
work upon terms agreeable to himself 
and his employer. 
There is no.compulsion—or shoul 


strikes and boycotts which have been 
so copspicuous a feature of the in- 
dustrial history of the past few years 
have seriously injured the cause of 
labor, by making capital reluctant to 
embark in labor- employment enter- 
prises, thus greatly reducing the ag- 
| gregate amount of labor to be per- 
formed, and increasing the competi- 
tion among those anxious to perform 
it. This competition, as any tyro in 
economics should be able to under- 
stand, has tended strongly toward re- 
ductions in the rates of wages paid. 
In the case of the Pullman Com- 
pany, had it reduced the rate of wages 
below the price at which it could ob- 
tain competent workmen, it would 
soon have been compelled to go out of 
business or raise the rate. It is the 
inexorable law of supply and demand 
that governs. 

It would be as reasonable for the law 
to compel a laborer to accept less than 
the market price or competitive price of 
his labor. as it would be for the law 
to compel an employer to pay more 
than the market price. For the law to 
attempt either form of compulsion 
would be a monstrous absurdity and 
an unwarrantable invasion of indi- 
vidual rights. 


REPEATING ITS HISTORY. 
The Democratic party, in its pres- 
ent “predicament,” is merely repeat- 
ing some portions of its previous his- 
tory. Its control of public affairs in 
the past has been characterized by 
empty treasuries and impaired na- 
tional credit. Such was the case under 
the low tariff of 1816-24, and again 
under that of 1833-42. During the lat- 
ter occurred one of thé most 
disastrous financial revulsions in the 
history of the country. The national 
revenues fell far below expenditures, 
and money had to be borrowed at a 
high rate of interest to keep the gov- 
ernment. running. 
In 1846, soon after war had been de- 
clared against Mexico, the protective 
tariff of. 1842 was repealed, and the 
government was soon obliged to bor- 
row money to pay its expenses. From 
1847 to 1857 the expenditures of the 
government exceeded its revenues by 
$21,790,909, and the public debt in 
creased during the same period $13,- 
149,629. The great financial crash of 
1857 will also be remembered as one 
of the results of Democratic free 
trade, deficient revenue, impaired 
credit, and an empty treasury. From 
1847 to 1861 (when the Repnblican 
party came into power and passed a 
protective tariff) the public debt in- 
creased nearly $46,000,000, and the ex- 
penditures exceeded the receipts by 
$77,234,116. 

It has been the policy of the Demo- 
cratic party, since its organization, to 
reduce the revenues of the country be- 
low the expenditures, and then to bor- 
row money at high rates of interest to 
make up the deficit, thus saddling 
upon the people a heavy burden for 
interest as well as for principal. It is 
the party of empty treasuries and 
heavy public debts, as well as of free 
trade and general incompetency.

DR. HOLMES’S HOME. 


A Pleasant Picture of the Domestic 
Life of the Autocrat. | 


Mrs. Annie Fields, the widow of the 
well-known Boston publisher, contributes 
a sketch of Dr. Holmes to the Century 
for February. After quoting some char- 
acteristic letters of the autocrat, hitherto 
uppublished, Mrs. Fields writes: 

The removal from Montgomery Place, 
where he had lived some years, to-Charles 
street, was a matter of great concern. 
He says in the Autocrat“ that he had 
no idea until he pulled up his domestic 
establishment what an enormous quantity 
of roots he had been making during the 
years he had been planted there.“ Before 
announcing his intention, he came early 
one morning, with his friend Lothrop 
Motley, to inspect our house, which was 
similar to the one he thought of buying.

Central American Mountains as Séen 
: from the Sea. 
(Chardes F. Lummis, in 

zine for February:) Six hours’ sail from 
Champerico brings us to a night’s an- 
chorage in the roadstead of San Jose de 
Guatemala, and to an unforgetabie sight. 
Forty miles east the Volcan de Agua and 
the Volcan de Fuego front us, so far up 
the sky, so subiiimated un the moonlight, 
as to seem the very ghost of peaks. Bet- 
ter chan by day their wraiths recall the 
fate of Pedro de Advarado's little capital 
three centuries and a half ago—how the 
Volcano of Fire boiled over, and the split 
Volcano of Water gave up the lake of its 
dead crater, and wiped from off the slate 
of humanity the city and its people.

The party left the City Hall soon after 
$ a. m., and, w one or two stops to ex- 
amine certain public works, drove to a 
point near the boundary between the Los 
Felis and Providencia ranches, where it 
Was necessary to leave the horses and 
proceed on foot.

It is Attracting Attention in San 
Diego County. 

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 5. — (Special Corre- 
} spendence.) Grapefruit culture is a ques- 
tion now before the minds pf many ranch- 
ers in this county ‘who are progressive 
and seek to raise profitable crops which 
“the other feller“ isn’t raising. Thus far 
in the development of Southern California 
very little attention has been paid to rais- 
ing grapefruit. Many people do not kac 
what grapefruit is. It resembles an enor- 
mous orange in form, and has a rich, 
lemon color. The peculiar acidity of the 
fruit—a sort of cross between an orange 
and a lemon acid—makes it particularly 
desirable as a breakfast fruit. For many 
years this fruit has been grown in Florida 
more as a curiosity than as an article of 
commerce. A few years ago an enterpris- 
ing fruit man tried to sell the fruit in 
Northern markets. It soon became a fa- 
vorite breakfast fruit with epicures. The 
grapefruit fad soon seized the people, and 
since then the supply has been inadequate 
to the demand. A Florida grower tells 
the Times correspondent that a 
tree in his dooryard which was 20 years 
old. It yielded twenty boxes annually, 
which sold, at wholesale, for $4.50 per box, 
each box containing fifty-six of the fruit. 
Last year this fruit sold in the Eastern 
markets at wholesale for $11 per box. 
New Tork and Boston people say that 
the demand for grapefruit exceeds the 
supply. The grapefruit tree is cultivated 
like lemon and orange trees. It is larger 
than the lemon tree and more susceptible 
to frost than lemon or orange trees. A 
letter just received in this city from a 
Florida fruit-grower, whose business takes 
him all over that State, says that the re- 
cent freeze there has killed every grape- 
fruit tee in Florida, and every lemon 
tree as well. Some of these frozen trees 
appear to have life in the lower portions 
of their trunks, but after a time it is 
noticed that the bark begins to peel off and 
the sap sours and the wood becomes abso- 
lutely dead.

"OLD IRONSIDES.” 


The Noble Frigate Constitution Al- 
most a Century Old. 

(February St. Nicholas:) The famous 
frigate “Constitution,” often known as 
“Old Ironsides, was launched September 
20, 1797, and therefore lacks only two 
years of being a century old. She is the 
most famous ship in the history of the 
United States, and in her renown rivals 
the celebrated lfne-of-battle ship Victory, 
Lord Nelson’s flag-ship at the hattle of 
Trat . She has been, indeed, what is 
called a lucky ship. She never lost a 
battle, she never fell into the hands of the 
enemy, and she never was disabled by a 
storm. Many narrow escapes she has bad 
fm her long and prosperous career, and she 
has come triumphant out of all her adven- 
tures. Like the Constitution of the United 
States, after which she was named, she 
has withstood every danger that threat- 
— and is a fitting type of the ship of 

te. 

Of course, during her seventy-five years 
of active service the Oc tution often 
needed to be repaired. But although the 
material in her has been often replaced, 
she always continued the same ship, just 
as the human body is the same body of 
the same person, though its substance is 
constantly changing. In 1830 it was de- 
cided that the good frigate Constitution 
would hardly warrant the cost of repairs, 
especially when the nature of modern 
naval warfare was considered. She was 
therefore condemned, and was about to be 
broken up when Oliver Wendell Holmes’s 
famous ode appeared, beginning. Ay, tear 
her tattered. ensign down.“ The poet 
shamed Congress, and it was decided to 
repair once more the old warship. She 
took several cruises after that, and once 
carried a load of wheat to the starving 
poor of Ireland. On the voyage she went 
ashore, and being old, there was every 
reason why she shduld have left her bones 
on the coast; but, with her usual good 
Iuck, tha Constitution got off wi seri- 
ous damage and returned to her native 
land 


But a day came at last when no further 
repairs would avail, and a gevernment 
which pays little for ment, would 
spend nothing to keep up a hip which had 
contributed so much to the glory of our 
shtp-builders, of our brave seamen, and of 
our starry flag. The Constitution, leaky 
and dismantled, was lying at the Brook - 
lyn Navy-yard, awaiting her doom. Hap- 
pily the government again relented in her 
favor. It was decided that she should not 
be broken up. As long as her old timbers 
would hold together she should be allowed 
‘to float, but not with her trim masts and 
spars, as if still a living monument of 
our naval pride. No; they would not break 


obscure exile. where few could see her 
and where she would soon be forgotten 
and gradually wear away. Sometimes I 
think it would have been nobler to take 
the old frigate out to sea, and piercing her 
sides with a volley of guns, let her sink 
into the bosom of the element which had 
7 her proud form to so many vie- 
es.
